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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendments will be entered 
because they do not require further search and/or consideration because they are exactly the same as those rejected by the Final Office 
Action dated, December 24, 2009, and thus are rejected for the same reasons as disclosed within that Office Action. 

Applicant's arguments concerning Higuchi's incompatibility with DeLozanne and Yanai is not persuasive. The examiner takes the position 
that just because Higuchi teaches an "unaccelerated" thermionic electron beam and DeLozanne and Yanai teach "accelerated" electron 
beams does not mean that the teachings of one reference are incompatible with the other. The reason is because the electron beams of 
bother sets of references teach ionization of a vapor cloud by that vapor cloud passing through the electron beam. Higuchi teaches that a 
vapor cloud of metallic material is ionized by passing through an electron beam which wasn't the source of evaporation for that metallic 
material. It is the examiners position that this teaching is sufficient for one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the apparatus of DeLozanne 
such that the vapor cloud of a resistance heated first material passes through the electron beam used to evaporate a second material and 
is thus ionized because Higuchi teaches that a material can receive the benefits of ionization without have been evaporated by a electron 
beam. The fact that the electrons beams are "unaccelerated" or "accelerated" is inconsequential because the end result, that the vaporized 
material is ionized, is the same regardless of what type of electron beam is used. 
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
